DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are under consideration in this Office Action. 

Priority 

2. It is noted that this application claims benefit of 60/421 ,623 filed 1 0/25/02. 

Drawings

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On the pages 5-8, there are examples 1-2 and 4-5. The example 3 
is absent in the specification. The examiner recommends to change the 
examples 4-5 to the examples 3-4. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 21 72.01 . The omitted step is: in the second step , the reaction 
temperature is between 0 to 25° C and at the pH of 1 to 4. This step is essential 
because the reaction process at a high temperature and a high pH may increase the 
unwanted by-products. 

Claim 13 recites the limitation " the reaction temperature " in line 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 14 recites the limitation " the pH of the aqueous oxidizing agent " in line 1 . 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.
